It  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  and  know  you  all  personally,  to 
sit  down  and  discuss  our  respective  glad  triumphs  and  troubles.  However, 
as  fate  does  not  permit,  I  want  you  all  to  know  that  I  really  enjoy  hearing 
from  you,  and  am  anxious  to  help  you,  in  any  way  within  my  power,  to  grow 
better  Glads.  Here  at  Elm  Hill  we  grow  sixteen  acres  of  glads  and  are  con¬ 
stantly  experimenting  to  develop  better  cultural  and  handling  methods,  which 
we  are  happy  to  pass  on  to  any  other  glad  fan.

Albania,  while  not  a  tall  growing  va¬ 
riety  is  probably  unequaled  in  the  medium  priced  glads  as  a  white.  Gretchen 
Zang  makes  wonderful  spikes  when  planted  about  June  1st  for  late  fall  bloom¬ 
ing.  It  will  not  crook  then.  Herada  is  in  a  color  class  by  itself.

We  invite  you  to  visit  us  at  our  home.  We  are  located  in  the  heart  of 
the  glad  growing  section  of  Ohio,  forty-seven  miles  south-east  of  Cleveland, 
midway  between  Ravenna  and  Newton  Falls  on  the  state  route  No.  36.  Either 
my  son  and  partner,  John  K.  Bellard,  who  supervises  the  field  work,  or  I 
myself  will  be  very  glad  to  show  you  our  plantings. 

DESCRIPTION: — Our  descriptions  are  necessarily  very  brief.  If  you 
are  not  familiar  with  the  varieties,  we  will  furnish  complete  description  upon 
request. 

SIZES — Our  sizes  are  standard  grading  as  approved  by  the  American 
Gladiolus  Society  and  refer  only  to  the  size  of  bulbs  and  have  no  reference 
to  the  quality.  In  most  varieties  a  No.  2,  or  even  a  No.  3  bulb  will  bloom 
as  well  for  cut  flower  purposes  as  a  No.  1  bulb.  However,  for  forcing  and 
exhibition  blooms,  No.  1  bulbs  are  recommended.  If  you  do  not  care  for 
blooms  this  year,  numbers  4,  5,  and  6  will  answer  and  with  good  care  will 
bloom  next  year. 

SUBSTITUTION: — If  we  are  out  of  size  ordered  we  will  substitute  equal 
value  or  more,  in  nearest  size  we  have  of  variety  ordered.  We  never  sub¬ 
stitute  a  different  variety  without  permission. 

EXTRAS: — We  always  give  good  count  and  are  liberal  in  our  extras. 

BULB  LETS: — We  do  not  quote  bulblets  because  we  find  that  many  folks 
have  difficulty  in  getting  them  to  grow  and  we  believe  it  removes  a  cause  of 
much  disappointment  not  to  list  them. 

GUARANTEE: — We  guarantee  our  bulbs  to  be  true  to  name  and  free 
from  disease,  and  will  replace  any  bulbs  found  otherwise  or  refund  the 
purchase  price.  In  no  case  will  we  be  liable  for  more  than  the  purchase 
price.
